‘Following’ is the manifesto on the. pro-, 
posal to tax betting signed by a number 
of bishops and other clergymen: a 


We foo! that in the discussion of tht 
proposal to tax betting, Which the 
‘Chancellor, of the Exchequer is ..con- 
sidering, it has been large! 'y overlooked 
thatthe select committer w' hich examin- 
ed the proposal in 1923, concluded, , by 
‘a practically two-thirds majority, not 
to recommend a betting tax and all 
that must go with it as bein desir- 
nble, .Further examination ofthe ques- 
tion has convinced us that this con. 


j clusion is irresistible: 


It’ may be that suth a tax is prac- |. 
ticable, though on this point the select 
committee were ulmost equally divided, 
There is every reason to believe, how- 
.ever, that. the tax would, be costly to 
collect and capable of widespread 
eV¥asion. . 

While this is a serious matter, the 
most important considerations which 
cause us concern ure those relating to 
the mora! and social! effect upon the 

, community of the proposed tax. «>. 

There is’every reason to anticipate 
that the taxation of betting,-with its 
accompanying changes in the’ law of 
the country—the ‘licensing of book- 
makers’ and the’ opening. of ready 
money betting offices—would mean an 

- inerecage -in. betting. This has been tbs 
effect in othér countries, and it is 
unlikely that the extension of the: 
“tacilities for betting togcther with the 
‘uddedvinducement ‘of Government sanc- 
tien, would have any different result in 
this country. 

Thoss who know the present extent 
of betting’ and its disastrous moral and 
socil effects, cannot be other than ap 
palled-at the prospect of any .measure 
which would wad to still further deve- 

“Topments. “No revenue can, in our 
judgment, justify measures which are 
Jikely to lead in the direction uf an 
increase Of betting. 

Yhe argument that the licensing of 
bookmakers and ‘betting offices would 
makr possible w better control of bet- 
ting does not appeal to 4s ag at all 
conclusive. There is no ‘guaranter 
whatever that licensed betting offices 
would bring te an ‘end illegal’ atreet. 
hetting or reduce house-to-house bet- 
ting; and they would have 
upon the fetting Which takes place in 
workshops. 

Qn the other hand. there can be 
doubt that the proposal. to: license book. 
makers would creaté a new-vested in- 
terest, which would prove a distinct 
obstacle to reform:in the direction of 
restriction, " 

The needs of thé country call for 
every effort to be made to ‘reduce the 
betting now taking place, and nothing, 
should be dong whieh, would serve  to- 
establish the evil more frmly. We 
therefore appeal to, his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment not to, take any steps in the 

« direction of the, taxation of betting, 
which we believe would be a retrograde 
measure. contrary to the best interests 
of the nation.

“The employers in the ‘United States 
are not, philanthropists. in the ‘conduct 
of. their - business. They ‘are giving 
nothing away. They find: that paying 
hizh wages and granting conditions such 
as have nirendy heen enumerated are 
sonnd paying propositions. ’ 
Their altruism is tempered to and re- | 
gilated by the one and qnily’ considera- 
‘tion: will these amenities produce a 


maximum ontput? Evidently® their ex- 


perience indicates the reply to he in the 
affirmative. As a consequence there can 
he no question that at the present time 
the’ American workman is paid: much 
better, works hetter, lives better,. and 
produces more than his British contem- 
porary.’ oo 


_ FAITH IN BRITISH GOODS. 


In spite of the cordial telationslip 

which evidently exiats between employer 
and" workman in America, the former 
practises what he preaches and takes no 
risks. : ‘
